Manufacturers of automobiles are 
to-day dncluding in their vehicles 
every possible vafety device, fours 
wheel brakes, improved — steering, 
better Ughting and, more emelent 
provision for vision front and rear. 
But the tnct of such safety pro- 
vision being provided fur motorista 
In their machines: all goes for 
naught unless the vafety equipment 
is kept $n good order und will 
function properly. Your-wheel 
brakes are almost worthless if they 
nre not properly adjusted, while the 
battery and lamps must have at- 
tion to keep operating at maximum 
efficlency. The trouble ia that go 
many motorists forget all about 
maintenance until something goes 
wrong in the form of some hold-up. 
or mishap. It ia fur better to pre- 
yent faults. by a little oceastonal 
care ond attention than walting 
unt} trouble overtakes one, may be 
in a form that ly painful or oxpen- 


alive.

there are many atrange noises 
which It may develop. For in- 
stance, a tapping bound when the 
engine ia ticking over fs often very 
hard to trace. Firat ascertain if 
the sound is coming from the tap- 
pets which muy be making the 
nojse, due to having excessive elmar- 
ances. When it ig decided that the 
noise ja not due to this lubricate 
the tappets very thoroughly with 
engina oil, Should the sound then 
disappear, worn tappet guides may 
definitely be said to be the cause 
of the difficulty.

Interesting Test in 
America, 


An interesting and . Instructive 
oll and fuel consumption test, which 
is probably the most extenaito and 
Iniportant yet held, wea. recently 
contlucted over a distance of 9,000 
miles on tho, Indianapolla *track 
(U.S.A.). Thirteen stock model 
touring cara of diferent makes and 
power were used in the trial, 

After n 2,000 miles’ “run-in” two 
testa were made,“ one With cars 
travelling at 30 m.p.t, and the other 
nt 66 mph.

Fe’ will applaud, but many will sympathise with those young 
ladies of Hong Kony (irl students, they are suid to be). who 
have formed themselves into a society, (he main purpose of which 
is to eschew marringe., The frequency of divorces and the general 
unhappiness of married lives are the reasons advanced for the in- 
stitution of the Spinslers’ Society and the members’ avowed inten- 
tion not to marry. 

The institution of marriage has been assailed frequently, Per- 
haps, never hag it been 90 seriously and severely assailed as in more 
reeet times. To-day, to an ever increasing degree, the Modern 
Girl and the Modern Boy look askance at this hoary institution, the 
founditions of which are embeded deep in the Past, It has, so far, 
been able successfully to withstand all assaults, which simply proves 
that ita foundations have been well and truly laid and the edifice sub- 
stantially built, It does not prove, that it is an institution not re- 
quiring demolition and rebuilding to suit present-day requirements, 

About this, of ‘course, there is sharp divergence of opinion, 
That is all to the good, for it ensures that, when a new institution 
iy built-—and a new one will be built—it will he erected with the ex- 
perience of the Past, the advanced thought of To-day and the vision 
of To-morrow. ; . 

Many reasons contribute to the clianged outlook on this funda- 
mental institution of society.

This lends on to another reason, sanity in sexusl matters. In 
the full appreciation and underatanding of such matters people are 
alowly but surely making progress, Already the institution of 
marringe has been obliged to muke a concession—divoree. It has 
shown wenkness, and in course of time will moke more and greater 
concessions until it has been actually built anew. But prejudices 
are not shed ina day, To those, however, who can read the signs 
aright, the issue is beyond doubt. Progress is being made towards 
the ideal,-but it has also to 
off, Thore need be no undue hucrying towards it. 
hastening slowly. ; 

“The modern girl and the modern boy are cneouraging signs,” 
says Mr, Cedric Dover in an outstanding essry on Religion and Sex 
in his book "The Kingdom of Earth.” And adda, “We should assist 
them completely to. overthrow the antiquated dogmas of their an- 
cesters, we should assist them to realise the happiness and the 
broadened outlook which comes from pure sexual relationships, 
based on a sound knowledge of the functions of sex and of mutual 


rexponsibilities; we should assist each ono of them truthfully to say 
with the poet ;— : : ‘ 
“R89 grew my own small life complete 
As Nature obtained her best of me, 
One born to-love you, Swect.’” : 

Uniind suggestions have already been made and circulnted con- 
cerning: the local Spinsters’ Society, That, perhaps, was to be ex- 
peeted.

Second Galley Now 
Exposed. 


Further reduction of tho level in 
Lake Nemi has brought the second 
Imperial galley, which lies nearer 
the middle of the basin, into view. 
It has not moved from the position 
ascertained in 1886 by General Mal- 
fotti, but has been brought up a 
little by the slow rising of tho 
floor of the lake. The crossbeams 
are in good condition: they aro 
decorated by vory Inrge copper 
naila. The facings of these beams 
como above the gunwale; the top 
of tho gunwalo !s covered with 
lead. . 

The condition of tho vessel de- 
mands immediately . temporary 
mensures for the presorvation of 
the timbors; later they will ba dealt 
within o moro permanent way to 
assifro preservation for somo 
centurles. Tho wooden anchor has 
already suffered under tho sun's 
rays and has been takon to the re- 
pair shop attached to the Muscum 
of the Tharmac. ‘Tho {ron anchor 
is ‘also being restored in Rome. 
Both will bo brought back in due 
course to the musoum on the lake 
side,
